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The Saskatchewan Drama League 

OBJECTS AND STATUS: Founded in March, 1933, “to assist in the development of 
the art of the theatre in the Province of Saskatchewan and to promote a right 
relation between drama and the life of the community.” The League is affiliated 
with the University of Saskatchewan, which provides its Professor of Drama as 
the League’s director, employs and pays the League’s secretary, and bears most 
of the cost in the League’s operation. Its office is situated in 118 Qu’Appelle 
Hall, University of Saskatchewan; and its complete collection of plays and tech¬ 
nical works on the theatre is housed and managed by the University Library. 

INQUIRIES: All inquiries should be addressed to: The Secretary, The Saskatchewan 
Drama League, 118 Qu’Appelle Hall, University of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon. 

MEMBERSHIP: A nominal fee of $1.00 per season is charged to clubs or individuals. 
About 180 active drama clubs and individuals are members of the League, one 
of these being in Quebec, two in Alberta, and two in New York. Individuals 
may join as Associate Members upon payment of the $1.00 fee. 

FACILITIES: Members in good standing may borrow up to four plays at a time from 
the library of about 2,000 plays. The circulation for this season is in the 
neighborhood of about 3,000 plays. Articles of instruction and a question-and- 
answer service on all phases of theatre study and production are available to 
members. Annual scholarships are awarded to the Banff School of Fine Arts 
in co-operation with that institution. 

ADJUDICATION: The League will provide competent adjudicators for any festival 
or presentation within the Province. A standard fee, to be determined by the 
Management Committee, will be charged for this service, so that all member 
groups are treated alike and that no hardship will be worked upon any group 
because of time and distance in travelling. 

PLAYWRITING: Criticism of new plays will be given to members who send their 
scripts to the League office for this purpose. Last year some twenty-five new 
plays were received by the Professor of Drama; and it is hoped that many of 
these will be made -available in printed form at an early date. A League 
committee judges the competition in playwriting conducted by the Canadian 
Daughters’ League; and presentation of the award in this competition is made 
during the final Drama Festival. 

FESTIVALS: The League conducts the following festivals each year: The Senior 
Open Provincial Festival; the Senior (Class B) Provincial Festival; the Inter¬ 
mediate Provincial Festival; the Northern School Drama Festival; .the Southern 
School Drama Festival; and the Provincial School Drama Festival. This year, 
as usual, the Senior Open is being held in Regina; the Senior Class B did not 
take place this season as it had been dropped during the war; the Intermediate 
was held in conjunction with the Southern School Drama Festival at Moose 
Jaw; the Northern School Drama Festival was held in Saskatoon; and the 
Provincial School Drama Festival is being run off in conjunction with the 
Provincial Senior at Regina. The Intermediate Festival is a new division 
established last season in order to assure high school competitors that they 
will not be required to meet the stiffen competition of high school graduates 
and junior college students who are more fully experienced than they. The 
establishment of this new division has fully justified itself in the increased 
interest shown by high school groups. This year, with the assistance of the 
adjudicator, the Management Committee will recommend a play from the festi¬ 
val now being conducted to represent th,e Province at the Dominion Drama 
Festival in London, Ont., May 5th to 10th. 

EQUIPMENT: The League has a limited amount of stage equipment which may be 
rented by its members. This equipment includes two sets of stage drapes: one 
of them eight feet high in a dark blue; the other a set that may be hung at 
10, 12, or 14 feet heights, in a sand color. It is hoped that other equipment, 
particularly stage lights and scenic set pieces, will be added in due course. 

PUBLICATION: Each month during the season DRAMA, the official journal of the 
League, is mailed to members. The publication committee will welcome all 
news items, articles, and questions from members.
